That life, as explained by the 
doctors In this Instance, Is the mad 
: chase nfter wealth which the New 
! Yorker makes his main object in life. 

! The great Increase In deaths due to 
diseases of the heart and Bright's dis- 
I ease, as shown in the mortuary statis- 
j tics of New York, Is the principal foun- 
i dation for the doctors' reports. From 
! 1868 to 1904 the increase In deaths 
from Bright’s disease was 16.47 per 
10,000 population. In a recent week 
125 people died of heart disease, while 
the number for the corresponding week 
of the year previous was only 56. The 
fact Is established that the stomach 
and the heart are extensively affected 
by the bolting of food and by worry¬ 
ing. The New York business man 
holts his food, and he worries, so the 
doctors assert that he dies earlier than 
was the custom forty or fifty years 
ago. In the face of these figures the 
cry that the life strenuous is shorten¬ 
ing the lives of business men would 
seem to be amply substantiated. Fig¬ 
ures don’t lie. But occasionally they 
do give out woefully wrong impres¬ 
sions. The recorded Increase of deaths 
due to Bright’s disease in this instance 
means little. The medical records of 
fifty years ago were kept in a manner 
not to be compared with that of the 
present day. They were far from com¬ 
plete. Possibly 30 per cent of the 
deaths were properly diagnosed, and In 
diagnosing heart troubles the medical 
profession of that time was notorious¬ 
ly Incompetent. Many men undoubt¬ 
edly died of heart disease whose 
deaths were ascribed to somp other 
cause. Had the mortuary statistics of 
fifty years ago been kept with the 
same care that obtains to-day there is 
great probability thut the death rate 
in the diseases mentioned would not be 
shown to have increased. Everything 
tends to make tills probable. The 
business man of the present day, while 
he possibly works harder when he j 
works, does not work so many hours, 
nor so many duys each year, as did the 
business man of fifty years ago. He 
takes more vacations, spends much 
more time in recreation and amuse¬ 
ment. He works under conditions much 
less conducive to worry than did his 
predecessors. Telegraph, cable and 
rapid mail service permit him to know 
the exact condition of his business af¬ 
fairs at all times. Fifty years ago a 
merchant was frequently under a con¬ 
stant strain for weeks and months at a 
time, merely awaiting an Important 
letter, or news from a shipment of 
goods. Now one day will bring the 
business man what he wishes to know 
from any corner of the earth. Besides, | 
the business men of to-day drink less 
than did those who have gone before 
So if the New York business man dies 
earlier than did his fathers, the reason 
is yet to be found.

The principal features of the Nation¬ 
al irrigation or Reclamation net as 
concisely stated by Congressman C. D. 
Van Duzer of Nevada, are as follows: 

First. A reclamation fund in the 
treasury, consisting of all moneys re¬ 
ceived from the disposal of public 
lands in sixteen arid and semi-arid 
States and territories (Including Cali¬ 
fornia and Nevada). 

Second. Investigation and report as 
to irrigation projects by the Interior 
Department through the geological sur¬ 
vey. 

Third. After the approval of such 
projects by the Secretary of the In¬ 
terior construction to commence under 
contracts made by him. No contract 
to be made unless the money neces¬ 
sary for the completion of the project 
is available in the reclamation fund. 

Fourth. Compensation to the fund 
of the actual cost of ench project by 
the sale of water rights, to be made in 
a series of installments running over 
ten years. 

Fifth. The holding of the public 
lands for actual settlers under the 
homestead act; holdings to be limited 
to small areas, sufficient for the sup¬ 
port of a family; no commutation. 

Sixth. Sale of water rights to pri¬ 
vate land holders, but not for more 
than 160 acres, thus discouraging land 
monopoly and promoting the breaking 
up of large tracts. 

Seventh. The ultimate control of ir¬ 
rigation works, except reservoirs, by 
the settlers under a system of home 
rule. This plan will enable the West 
to reclaim itself without calling upon 
the taxpayers of the country. It en¬ 
tirely relieves the irrigation agitation 
of the charge that it Is intended to 
tax the East for the improvement of 
the West. The government simply 
puts Its government lands in condition 
for settlement by storing and making 
available the tloodwaters which are 
essential for reclamation.

St. Matthews church in Madison 
township, Muskingum county, Ohio, is 
of some national Interest because of 
its size, especially If it is the smallest 
Protestant Episcopal church building 
in the United States, as it is believed 
to be. This church is but 48x24 feet 
in dimensions, tiie nave is 30x24 feet 
and the chancel is 18x16 feet. The 
style of the church is also unique, it 
being claimed that there is none 
like it in tiie United States, unless pos 
slbly it he one ln Virginia. The walls 
are of rubble work, built from glacial 
granite boulders brought from the 
farms in the surrounding territory, and 
tiie buttresses are cupped with dressed 
blocks of red sandstone quarried in tbe 
locality. The windows are of stained 
glass. The timbers used in the con¬ 
st ruction were of giant proportions and' 
the entire structure is built to stand 
the test of ages—a memorial to tlio lit¬ 
tle congregation of some 25 earnest 
farmers who worship there. The en¬ 
tire cost of the church was $3,300. 

Another rural church building of na-- 
tional reputation in the Buckeye State 
Is the temple at Kirtland, Ohio, the 
first Mormon temple ln the UnIWH 
States, and to-day used by the Reor¬ 
ganized Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints. It wns In 1831 that 
tiie early Mormons came to this spot 
from Manchester, N. Y.

Her Sea Wall Makes the Oleander City 
Perfectly Safe. 

It will soon be five years since the 
city of Galveston. Texas, was practi¬ 
cally destroyed. The loss of life and 
the havoc wrought to property was 
the greatest In the history of Ameri¬ 
ca. More than (5,000 lives were lost in 
the city alone and fully another thou- ( 
sand on the rest of the island and on j 
the mainland. The amount of proper- j 
ty .destroyed was more than $20,000,-' 
000. This frightful calamity was not 
the result of a tidal wave or of a tor¬ 
nado. as is so frequently stated, but 
of a regular West Indian hurricane, 
such ns occur every autumn. The par¬ 
ticular storm which overwhelmed the 
Oleander City, was more terrific than 
any ever known before, the wind 
reaching a velocity of 120 miles an 
hour. Such a wind has a wonderful 
power on water and the result was 
that the Gulf of Mexico was practi¬ 
cally picked up and hurled on the 
doomed city. 

Galveston, fortunately, can never 
suffer from a like visitation. Her peo¬ 
ple, instead of abandoning their ruin¬ 
ed city, set about rebuilding and mak¬ 
ing such a calamity impossible of a 
second recurrence. At an expenditure 
of an enormous amount of money the 
plucky people of the city have con¬ 
structed a sea wall designed to keep 
out the waves of the Gulf of Mexico, 
even should there come another such 
a storm as that of 1900. This wall is 
now completed for a distance of over 
three miles and follows the curve of 
the shore. It will be extended as time 
passes. The wall is 17 feet above low 
tide and is 16 feet wide at the base, 
narrowing at the top. The wall is 
constructed of concrete and rests on 
a foundation of piles driven 44 feet 
into the clay. The sea front of the 
concrete wall has an apron 27 feet 
wide and 4 feet thick and composed of
